Amnesty to Be Granted to Cuban In­ 
surgents, and Reform Laws Enforced 
—Secretary Olney and the Spanish 
Minister Have a Conference—Euro­ 
peans Comment on Cuba. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The Post says 
it has been learned from an authorita­ 
tive source that Secretary Olney and 
Senor Dupuy de Lome, the 
Spanish 
minister, have practically terminated 
the negotiations on the Cuba question, 
which are to be submitted to congress 
when it convenes Jan. 5. The terms of 
the agreement are based on the recent 
official communication from Premier 
Canovas, addressed to the secretary of 
state. 
In return for our good offices Spain 
assures this government that she sin­ 
cerely deplores the great commercial 
loss which we have sustained on ac­ 
count of the Cuban disturbance. She as­ 
sures us that she is even now consider­ 
ing a reciprocity treaty which will deal 
mainly with Cuban products and which 
will be framed in such advantageous 
terms toward this government that our 
losses, both in commerce and in the 
destruction of American property 
in 
Cuba, will be most generously compen­ 
sated. 
Premier Canovas says 
that 
Spain 
cannot, of course, as a self-respecting 
and respected nation, stand before the 
world as having 
been coerced 
into 
measures by the United States. 
She 
has freely granted all that she now of­ 
fers, and that in the face of a rebel­ 
lion. 
But she accepts the good offices 
of the United States to act as medi­ 
ator and to guarantee to the insurgents 
amnesty and the enforcement of the 
new reform law which she is about to 
proclaim in Cuba. 
The form of government offered is, 
the Spanish statesman 
declares, 'th e 
lim it of independence which can be 
granted to a province by any nation, 
without absolutely severing the bonds 
of union with the 
mother 
country. 
Autonomy, as enjoyed by the Canad­ 
ians, can never be granted in Cuba. 
W hat Spain is willing to grant the 
insurgents, if 
they lay down 
their 
arms, and what she asks the United 
States to guarantee, is an act which 
provides for a council of administration, 
which shall control all m atters pertain 
ing to the commerce of the Indies and 
all estimates upon the general taxation 
and expenditures of the island as well 
as its general home government.

Uncertainty as to the Number Killed In 
Sunday’* Disaster. 
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 29.—Conflict­ 
ing statements are current as to the 
number of dead bodies taken from the 
debris of Sunday’s wreck near Blocton. 
The list furnished at the office of the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad in this 
city shows only twenty-one so far re­ 
covered and eleven injured, of whom at 
least two are 
likely to die. 
It 
is 
claimed by some who witnessed the 
clearing of the wreck, including several 
physicians, that twenty-eight 
dead 
bodies were taken out. 
Anxious friends in this city continue 
to inquire for S. W. Tibbs and wife of 
Adger, Ala. Sunday they went to Gur­ 
nee to take the train and have not 
been seen since. If they were on the 
wrecked train their bodies have not 
yet been recovered, and they still lie 
buried beneath the fragments of en 
gine and trucks, or their bodies were 
wholly consumed by the merciless 
flames.

London, Dec. 29.—The Paris corre­ 
spondent of the Times renewed his sur­ 
mises regarding opposition by Eu­ 
ropean powers to intervention by the 
United States .in Cuba. He says: 
“The Austrian court and government 
have long been uneasy over the attitude 
of American jingoism toward Spain, 
and such uneasiness has long been the 
subject of diplomatic talks. The queen 
regent of Spain is one of the most be 
loved princesses of the Austrian house, 
and there will be no hesitation in dem­ 
onstrating that affection whenever it 
becomes a question of defending the 
interests of the country whose honor 
she protects with unmixed enthusiasm, 
And which has become as dear to her as 
if she had been born on its soil.’’

President W. T. Vankirk Calls a Meet­ 
ing of the Business Mens Associa­ 
tion for Thursday Evening to Con­ 
sider the Subject—Emphatic W ord­ 
ing of the Call. 


Practical currency questions will be 
discussed by Janesville business mea 
at a meeting called by President Van­ 
kirk of the Business association, for 
next Thursday evening. 
The hour is 
7:30, the place the Y. M. 0. A. assem­ 
bly room. 
President Vankirk calla the meet­ 
ing in response to a circular received 
from the united boards of trade of 
Chicago, St. Louis, Clunatti, Milwau­ 
kee, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Louisville, 
Columbus, Cleveland, Toledo, Grand 
Rapids and Indl < na polis. 
The circular proposes a non-partisan 
convention of representative business 
men from cities of eight thousand or 
over for the purpose of considering 
and suggesting such legislation as in 
their judgm ent is necessary to place 
the currency system of the country on 
a sound and permanent beele. The cir­ 
cular concluiea a t follows: 


D aly o f Batinas* Man. 
" It is ti'# right and duty of the business men 
of the nation, in a m atter of such /ital business 
concern, to rei der to this cause all the aid 
which their experience and knowledge can af 
ford. These ewe it to themselves as citizens of 
the republic, and as a m atter of business telf- 
preservation, to particulate actively, and we be­ 
lieve. efficiently, in this movement. 
The busl- 
nesem en have been accused of neglect of polit­ 
ical duties. In ordinary times there may be 
some foundation for the charge; but at every 
critical juncture in the history of our country, 
when the nation’s perpetuity, honor or general 
welfare are seriously iu danger, theV have, in 
the spirit of enlightened patriotism , risen to the 
full measure of their duty; and we believe that 
the painful experience of the country under the 
existing laws on the subject of currency, ad- 
moais*es the business men that we have reached 
a point where it is their duty to take an active 
part la helping to solve the great questions in­ 
volved. 
"And we have a right to believe th at a con­ 
vention composed el broad-minded and en­ 
lightened business men, so ea*nostin the pur­ 
suit of truth, that party considerations will be 
forgotten, convening In the spirit of enlightened 
patriotism , can and will do n uch in helping for­ 
ward a wise and sound solution of the currency 
question.
